half a day for my turn at the VA 
information desk—then I found 
they had lost my papers!” 

Veteran workers outside the 
agency don't like to be quoted, but 


“off the record” they have plenty 


of gripes about VA’s “slow and 
cumbersome” administrative func- 
tions. 

“It’s so damned technical. . . It’s 
bound down with bureaucracy... 
VA doesn’t have a streamlined or- 
ganization. . . It enforces the let- 
ter, not the spirit, of the law.” 

They will give you grim ex: 
amples: The ex-Gl whose applica- 
tion for an “amputee automobile” 
was turned down by VA because 
he still had a fragment of heel 
bone left on his useless leg; the 
penniless war widow who lost the 
home hér husband's insurance 
could have saved because VA 
“kept sending her papers back for 
the smallest technicality.” 


But more eloquent than words 


are figures from Branch 5’s own 
latest report, which disclose that 
at the end of the month in the 
Southeast: 29,910 requests for 
physical examination were pend- 
ing: 11,951 disability pension or 
compensation cases were pending; 
1.338 death pension or compensa- 
tion cases were pending; 2,223 ap- 
plications for education and train- 
ing were pending; 3,217 applica- 
tions for vocational rehabilitation 
were pending; 1,679 applications 


for hospital or domiciliary care) 


were pending; 2,336 veterans were 
awaiting admission to VA hos- 
pitals. 

In Georgia alone, 7,157 veterans 
were waiting for physical exami- 
nations, the majority of the exam- 
inations being ordered by VA it- 
self to determine veterans’ eligibil- 
ity for pensions or other benefits. 
In Georgia alone, 707 disabled vet- 
erans were waiting for reports on 


their applications for vocational | 


rehabilitation and 505 veterans for 
reports on education and training 
applications. A total of 3,248 dis- 
ability pension or compensation 
cases and 223 applications for hos- 
pital or domiciliary care were 
pending in this State. 

No statistics were available on 
VA tardiness in getting out sub- 
gsistence checks to veterans taking

But the two explanations for 
VA lagging that bobbed up most 
often were: “Not enough funds” 
and “Not enough trained workers.” 
An economy-minded Congress 
allotted the VA $100,000,000 less 
than the President requested for 
VA operations during fiscal 1948. 
Moreover, Congress delayed ac- 
tion so long that VA technically 
had no funds for the month of 
July and would have been com- 
pelled to “shut up shop” had Con- 
gress not passed a resolution em- 
powering the agency to use “one- 
twelfth of its 1948 appropriation.” 
Since that figure had not been 
announced, VA took its earlier es- 
timate—and used too much money 
during July, with the result it will 
have to “cut down” corresponding: 
ly in later months.

Howell was a delegate to Demo- 
cratic National Conventions, and 
the late Clark Howell was Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman for 
a long period. 

The present Clark Howell, Sr., 
less interested in politics than in 
business, has been a delegate to 
several National Democratic Con- 
ventions.

In a lavyrinth of offices on the 
fourth tioor of the Old Telephone 
building at 160 Pryor St., S. W.., 
is a siender, soft-spoken man

Neal “ilis appiied the nickname, 
“Crime Doctor,” when the County 
Commission decided to employ Dr. 
hherman Jones, widely known toxi- 
cologist, to head the first complete 
fc.entific crime laboratory in the 
}outh. 

Ur. Jones accepted the name 
good naturedly and then set about 
« ,uipping his laboratory. All the 
(omm.ssioners, R. L. (“Shorty”) 
Doyal, the late Clarence Duncan, 
#.m Aldredge, I. Gloer Hailey and 
Charley Brown realized the im- 
portance of such a laboratory to 
crime detection and gave Dr. Jones 
free rein. 

Ellis stepped out of the picture 
except to see that his “Crime Doc- 
tor” was able to secure everything 
he needed for his task. 


THE LABORATORY 


The County secured 4,400 square 
feet of floor space on the fourth 
floor of the Old Telephone Build- 
ing to house the laboratory. Dr. 
Jones and his assistant, George 
Cornett, set about dividing the 
space into offices. 


For instance, a huge room con- 
taining endless rows of test tubes, 
beakers and enough chemicals to 
stock a drugstore is designated 
for chemical analysis, toxicology, 
tissue and blood examinations and 
the like. 

Law enforcement officers over 
the State have learned to call on 
Dr. Jones and Cornett with their 
more difficult problems. A huge 
refrigerator standing in a corner 
of the room usually contains the 
contents of one or more human

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U. S. CHILDREN’S BUREAU CHIEF VOICES PLEA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—(INS) | 
Katharine F. Lenroot, Chief of the 
U. S. Children’s Bureau, reported 
today that the country is running 
short of social workers. 


She said that the demand for 
Leena persons skilled in 
child welfare was far greater than 
supply and “no let up is in sight.” 

Miss Lenroot declared that the 
crisis the scholos face because of 
lack of teachers has been well 
that a “serious shortage of person- 
nel is holding back the expansion 
of badlv needed health and wel- 
fare services for children.” 


She said the shortage has come 
at a time when States want to ex- 
pand community and welfare serv- 
ices for children. 

The Children’s Bureau chief 
gaid that poor pay was only one 
of the reasons that comparatively 
few college graduates go into 
health. education and welfare 
work. She explained: 

“What must also be taken into 
account is our failure to draw 
upon all groups of the population 
for our professional workers. 

“We have a creditable record in 
this country in opening up educa- 
tional opportunity to the large 
body of the population, but there 
are still many who would make 
good nurses, teachers, doctors and 
social workers who do not have 
the educational opportunity. 

“All our children and young 
people, in all parts of the country, 
and in all racial groups, should 
have opportunity for a good sec- 
ondary education, and higher edu- 
cation should be within the reach 
of all able to make use of it. 

“Then we shall have the people 
to draw upon for the work that 
needs doing so badly in behalf of 
ail the children.” 

Miss Lenroot said that fewer 
than 3,700 young men and women 
were enrolled in schools for social 
work. 

In the public nursing field, she 
continued, the number of nurses 
available falls about -30 percent 
short of the number needed even 
to have one nurse for every 5,000 
of the population. She continued: 

“There are only 400. child- 
guidance clinics in the whole 
country. They can give help to 
only about 50,000 boys and girls. 

“Most of the clinics are in the 
large urban areas, yet over half 
the children live in small towns or 
rural areas. Half the States have 
not even one child-guidance clinic.”

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Aroma in the Building Trades 


There is, without doubt, an aroma in 
the building trades in the metropolitan 
area of Atlanta, which includes Fulton 
and adjacent counties, best described by 
the French phrase, “Le Mort Rat.” 

Within the past week two large indus- 
trial firms have announced that buildings 
planned for the metropolitan area, call- 
ing for the expenditure of several mil- 
lions of dollars, will be postponed because 
of “excessive building costs.” Georgia 
Tech and Agnes Scott have delayed build- 
ing plans involving more than $2,500,000. 
The St. Joseph Hospital expansion is 
stymied. The same is true of the proposed 
greater Grady. At least one major new 
hotel is projected once building costs come 
down from the currently prohibitive 
neighborhood of $10,000 a room. There are 
many other plans and monies “frozen” in 
Atlanta, ranging from $100,000 to $500,000. 

The Federal Reserve Bank figures re- 
vealed recently that building costs had 
increased more in this area than any- 
where else in America. 

But clearest evidence of all that there 
is a bad aroma is obtained from indus- 
tries and businesses which are building 
in the local area and in other cities. Du- 
plicate building, both using union labor, 
is costing from $6 to $8 a foot elsewhere, 
but in Atlanta is costing an average of 
$12 a foot. 

Moreover, new construction is further 
retarded by the fact that it is virtually 
impossible for prospective builders to get 
an accurate estimate, much less a con- 
tract, covering building costs. Contrac- 
tors, who refuse to be quoted for fear 
of reprisals, say that they cannot give 
a contract because the building trades 
unions will not agree to a uniform con- 


tractual arrangement. Contracts with the 
various building trades unions expire at 
intervals which seem to be too strategi- 
cally spaced to be merely accidental. Con- 
tractors charge that once they are started 
on a job which lasts more than two 
months, they are confronted with the ex- 
piration of a contract. If an increase is 
granted, the other unions demand a like 
increase. This makes it impossible to 
figure costs on a job, hence it is-not pos- 
sible safely to offer a contract to a pro- 
spective builder. 

The building trades unions insist the 
contractors are at fault; that they pyramid 
the cost-plus percentages to as much as 
60 percent. 

Chicago and New York offered exam- 
ples, a few years ago, of conspiracies in 
the building trades. There admittedly is 
something wrong in this area if an iden- 
tical building costs $6 to $8 a foot in other 
cities and $12 a foot here, with both using 
union labor. Occasionally costs will go 
higher elsewhere for a period, as now in 
Columbus, but here they are constantly 
high. 

It is obvious from all the postpone- 
ments of large buildings that the goose 
that lays the golden egg is being killed. 
And not so slowly, either. 

Best of all, we would like to see an 
old-fashioned get-together by the building 
trades unions and contractors to work out 
agreements whereby the millions of dol- 
lars now being “frozen” because costs are 
higher here than in other cities, could be 
released into wages and into the channels 
of trade. 

If that can’t be done we hope the 
Justice Department and the Grand Jury 
will have a look. 


Morally—It Not Legally—Responsible 


Director John Beasley is probably only 
protecting himself in refusing to pay a 
claim brought against the State Highway 
Department by the widow of a Thomson 
citizen killed by one of the Department’s 
trucks. 


The Assistant Attorney General as- 
signed to the Highway Department has 
ruled that a suit cannot be brought against 
the State in such matters, and Mr. Beasley 
may fear that, if the payment were made, 
he or his bond company might be held 
liable. 

But the fact remains that all evidence 
indicates that the State was at fault and 
the amount of the damages sought, $5,000, 
is not exorbitant. Moreover, both Acting 
Gov. Thompson and State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher, Jr., have okayed the expendi- 
ture, and it is Mr. Beasley alone who, as 
the third member of the Highway Depart- 
ment Claims Committee, is blocking it. 


Incidentally, the State Auditor has 
placed his finger on what, to the average 
citizen, will seem the crux of the matter. 


Recalling that only recently the Claims 
Committee authorized settlement pay- 
ments of many thousand dollars to “able- 
bodied contractors for injustices done 
them by action of the officials of the High- 


way Department in cancelling contracts,” 
Mr. Thrasher wrote Gov. Thompson: “I 
cannot stomach the idea that a widow 
does not have the same right to have her 
claim for the death of her husband re- 
viewed by the courts of this State.” 

There is a growing resentment, not 
only in Georgia, against the long-standing 
practice whereunder agencies of the gov- 
ernment — Federal, State or local — may 
not be held accountable in the courts for 
the damages done. 

Particularly have the drivers of gov- 
ernment vehicles—from Army cars to city 
garbage trucks—come to ignore all rules 
of safety and of courtesy, knowing full 
well that they will not be held responsible 
for damages which they may inflict to 
the property or persons of others. 

In the present instance, Georgia may 
not be legally responsible for damages, 
but there is no doubt but that it is 
morally so. 

For our part, we hold with Auditor 
Thrasher that “it is unthinkable that the 
State of Georgia is so irresponsible to the 
citizens of this State for damages done to 
them by officials and employees of the 
Highway Department that they cannot 
bring suit in the courts of this State for 
a review of their claims.”

Georgia at Last 
Is Breaking the Chains

MILLEN—The late great Editor Henry W. Grady once made a 
classic oration on the death of a Georgian. He pointed out that 
although this man was buried within sight of the finest marble 
ouarry in the world, the headstone for his grave came from Ver- 
mont. Although buried in the center of a magnificent hardwood ~ 
forest, the wood for his casket was hewed in Cincinnati. “In fact,” 
said Grady, “the only thing that Georgia contributed to this poor 
man’s funeral was the little plot of earth in which he was buried.” 


I wish Mr. Grady were alive today. He would hear the restless 
rumblings of a giant arising in the forests of Georgia and breaking 
the chains that have held him too long. He would see the awaken- 
ing of the sleeping giant that is Georgia’s industrial potential—an 
awakening that has been long overdue. 

But the people of Georgia must have one more awakening. We 
must become more conscious of our natural attractions. We must 
break through the shell of defeatism that has encased us and 
throw our weight around. We must shout to the roof-tops that 
Georgia has the most beautiful mountains, the most picturesque 
streams, the finest woodlands and valleys of any State in the 
South. 


: For many years we Georgians have labored under 
Awakening a terrible inferiority complex about our State. We 
have listened to outside detractors, South-baiters and South-haters 
and the general hue and cry has blinded us to the great natural 
gifts that God has given us in Georgia. Meanwhile, our most pre- 
cious assets—namely, our sons and daughters have been lured away 
from us by the superior eloquence and the superior propaganda of 
other States. Not only that, but we have lost literally millions and 
mMlions of tourist dollars. 

But there are signs of an awakening in this field also. It is pleas- 
ing to note that Georgians are becoming more conscious of the his- 
torical attractions, as well as the scenic wonders, their State has to 
offer. They realize they have been overlooking a fortune at their 
feet while casting envious eyes toward distant horizons. They are 
becoming more conscious of the value of the tourist dollars—and 
how to harvest them. 


. An example of what can be done along this 
Magnolia Park line is Magnolia Spring State Park, near Mil- 
len. In 1939 Jenkins County Commissioners purchased 1,150 acres 
from private land-holders and deeded it to the State for a park. All 
we had to start with was Magnolia Spring, a beautiful, bold spring 
which gushes forth 9,000,000 gallons of clear, cold water each day. 

The CCC, to which all park-lovers owe much, then came in and 
built a bathhouse, picnic shelter, picnic tables and installed utili- 
ties. The CCC had planned to stay four years, but only stayed two, 
Then the State had to pick up the ball in 1942. Under State super- 
vision a 40-acre fishing lake has been built and a beautiful, modern 
casino has been erected. 


We have still further plans for Magnolia Spring 
Incomplete which should make it one of the finest State parks 
in the nation. These include an 80-acre fishing lake, new build- 
ings for group camping, cabins, boats, a nursery program for beauti- 
fication of grounds, a reforestation program and the restoration of 
historic Fort Lawton, which was used as a stockade to contain Fed- 
eral prisoners during the War Between the States. 

I mention what has been done at Magnolia Spring as an example 
of what can be done all over the State of Georgia. The State has 
taken what the good Lord gave us, improved it and given it back 
to its citizens wath improved facilities for such wholesome things 
as swimming, fishing, outdoor camping, picnicking and other 
amusements. 

I know of no better way of pleasing the Lord than by making 
good use of His many gifts. And I am sure it would please Henry 
Grady.

Some do not. Two or three of 
the large farm co-ops have an- 
nounced willingness to let it go 
as not worth quarreling over. 
Consumer co-operatives general- 
ly have adopted a policy against 
any Government favors. Their

The Dead Sea once parted for Dr. T. K. Peters. But it was no 


miracle, as Moses performed. 
It was a colossal piece of legerdemain, executed with movie 


props. 

Dr. Peters executed this»famous fake for Cecil B. DeMille’s 
“The Ten Commandments.” It since has taken its place as one of 
the most illustrious illusions of the magic world. 

But, to Dr. Peters, it is just another incident 
in a career crowded with numerous history- 
making episodes, such as the filming of the Pan- 
ama Canal under construction, development of 
the Neon tube, the origin of the altimeter for 
World War I planes. All of that, coupled with 
a whirl at show business on the old Orpheum 
Circuit. 

Dr. Peters is a human encyclopedia. He is 
an archaeologist, an Egyptologist, scenic artist, 
physicist, manufacturer of magical apparatus, pa- 
pier mache maker, photographer, world traveler 
and press agent. 

His unusual career began in 1895 when he 
became scenic artist in California. It since has 
carried the quiet-spoken ‘“‘Doctor’—that’s honor- 
ary—around the world a haf dozen times. 

Like Jimmy Durante, Dr. Peters “has a DR. PETERS 
millun” stories which he likes to relate at the slightest provocation. 
The most interesting of these relates his experiences in recording 
the Panama Canal construction on film. 


Went With ‘TR’ to Canal 


It all started when he accompanied Teddy Roogevelt to the 
canal. T. R, then was looking over the work the French had done. 
He assigned Dr. Peters to do the photographic record. Dr. Peters 
made periodic “shots” of the canal every three months until it was 
completed. 

Dr. Peters was present, along with 50 workmen and engineers, 
when Gamboa Dike was dynamited to open the canal to water 
traffic. This historic event received little or no recognition from 
United States officials. The first boat through the canal was a 
cayuca, loaded with natives and bananas, Dr. Peters said. 


His career took an unusual twist shortly after the turn of the 
century when he had accompanied a couple of Egyptian fakirs to 
the Follies Bergere in Paris. Dr. Peters made all the magical 
apparatus for the fakirs—that was until they wed French chorus girls. 
One of the fakirs was stabbed by his French wife and the other, 
fearing for his life, disposed of his mate and fled. Dr. Peters was 
left holding the proverbial “bag.” 


After this Dr. Peters joined Pathe Film Company and became 
the first man to use a motion picture camera in Europe and North 
Africa. He filmed the salvaging of the Maine in Havana Harbor 
and he recorded the departure of troops to fight in the Spanish- 
American War. He has made a complete film history of American 
civilization, embellished with a collection of still photographs dating 
back to the early 80s. 


Dead Sea ‘Fake’ Exposed 


His Dead Sea scene for “The Ten Commandments” 
plished this way: 

He built a special table, equipped with scores of gas jets. He 
molded a huge bank of gelatine on top, parted it in the middle and 
set up cameras to “shoot” the scene forward and in reverse at 
the same time. The jets were lighted, the gelatine melted and 
flowed together. “Shots” of the Israelites crossing on dry land and 
the Egyptians becoming engulfed as the waters rolled back were 
made on the Arizona desert and double exposed on the sea scene. 


One of Dr. Peters’ most recent accomplishments was the direc- 
tion of the Crypt of Civilization at Oglethorpe University. 


He now is publicity director of Boys’ Estate, near Brunswick, 
and his time is occupied with the premiere of “Variety Girl” at 
the Fox Theater Wednesday night. Boys’ Estate will share in the 
proceeds of this Variety Club-sponsored project.

ESTER PRYNNE is the cen- 
a tral figure in Nathaniel Haw- 

thorne’s great novel, “The Scar- 
let Letter.” She appears in the open- 
ing of the story, and dominates it 
to the end. 

The Boston colony celebrated its 
beginning, Hawthorne reminds us, by 
building a jail. In the market place 
outside the jail rose a platform or 
scaffold containing a pillory. 

We meet Hester Prynne one bright, 
unclouded day when the population 
gather around the scaffold, exchang- 
ing remarks in condemnation of evil- 
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doers, but evidently expecting enter- 
tainment from the speetacle of the 
law catching up with a sinner. 

The door of the jail opened at last 
and the sheriff came out witha young 
woman carrying an infant in her 
arms. The woman was dressed in 
black, except that over her heart the 
letter A was embroidered in scarlet 
cloth and gold thread. 

The early severity of the colony 
punished adultery by death, but grad- 
ually the law was softened. If there 
were extenuating circumstances the 
woman escaped with an A branded 
on her forehead. 

In a still later time, instead of the 
brand, the woman was condemned to 
wear the letter A embroidered on her 
garment, and to stand for several 
hours on the pillory platform. 

A man who committed adultery 
could hope for no pardon. The town 
authorities, who were lenient with 
Hester, desired nothing more than to 
learn who was her lover. 

But she refused to tell, though 
they exhorted and threatened, and the 
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Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale, their young 
and saintly pastor, implored her to 
name the guilty one, that through 
punishment and repentance his soul 
might be saved. But she refused to 
send the child’s father to death. 

What extenuating circumstances 
induced the magistrates to commute 
her sentence? Her aging father had 
married her off against her wish to a 
friend as old as himself, a physician, 
famous for his skill with strange 
drugs. 

This husband, who never had her 
love, took her from England to Am- 
sterdam, intending to join the Boston 
colonists. When some mysterious 
business of his delayed him, he sent 
her across the sea alone. 

Why he wished her out of the way 
is not told. But the magistrates who 
judged her case knew she had come 
to them as a married woman, and 
knew also that her husband neither 
followed her nor sent a message. 

Perhaps he was dead. For more

and noble patriotism, and her fault had been only 
the rejection of the shocking advances of a 
Spanish officer. 

She. turned to her father and embraced him. 
He held her in his arms. His last words to her 
were: 

“Be brave, Evangelina. Courage alone is King.” 

Then he was hurried away to Ceuta, an island 
penitentiary near Gibraltar; she was taken with 
a pitiful, raging -mob of Havana riffraff to 
Recojidas prison; and instead of that being the 
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end of a minor case of Spanish persecution of 
Cuban patriots back in the late 1890s, it was the 
beginning of an episode which focused the interest 
of the whole American people on Cuba's struggle 
for independence. 

Over the cables from Cuba came the story of 
the girl’s constancy and her father’s courage. 
Young George E. Bryson, reporting for William 
Randolph Hearst’s New York Journal and San 
irancisco Examiner, wrote it, and suddenly it 
seemed to newspaper readers to typify the ruth- 
lessness of the Spanish in Cuba. 

It bore out the reports of Governor-General

Valeriano “Butcher” Weyler’s oppression of the 
populace, the high-handedness of his crack divi- 
sions riddling the ragged, fever-ridden regiments 
of Generais Gomez and Garcia and Maceo. 

An innocent young girl thrown into prison for 
no reason at all except that her father loved and 
was willing to fight for his home, his -country, 
his native island and that she, arrested with him, 
had disdained a captor’s blandishments—this was 
a case to stir American hearts. 


M R. HEARST perceived that, and he acted on it. 
To his reporter, Bryson, in Cuba, he cabled: 
“Rescue Evangelina Cisneros, no matter what 

it costs.” 

That opened a new phase of the Cisneros case. 
As Bryson received the order, James Creelman, 
famed war correspondent, circulated a petition 
pleading with’ the Queen Regent Maria Christina 
to liberate the imprisoned girl. Pope Leo inter- 
ceded with the Queen. Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant, 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis, Mrs. John A. Logan and 
widows of other great soldiers lent their influence. 

Day after day, feature articles and pictures 
appeared in the New York Journal and the San 
Francisco Examiner. Not only the plight of one 
ufijustly sentenced girl but of all oppressed Cubans 
began to grow more apparent. Millions of Amer- 
icans began to speak of high-hearted Evangelina 
Cisneros as if they knew her. 

In Havana, the. reporter, Bryson, was allowed 
to visit Evangelina. He took American news- 
papers to her, showing her evidence of the swiftly 
growing interest in her plight. 

She couldn’t read them, since they were in 
English, but she understood their intent, and she 
pasted newspaper pages on the walls of her cell. 

Bryson may have acted rashly. At any rate, 
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corner of the building in the street. A lighted 
cigar will tell me to delay. A handkerchief will 
tell me I can descend.” 

Excepting her notion that acid might eat away 
the bars, her ideas seemed reasonable to Decker, 
and he was delighted by a crudely-drawn plan of 
the prison which she enclosed with the note. It 
showed that the apparently windowless prison did, 
however, have a second-story window, invisible 
from the street but opening on a roof 20 feet wide. 

Next door to the prison was a vacant house. 
Decker rented it. He bought a 12-foot ladder, and 
he smuggled another note to Evangelina telling 
her that he wouldn’t bring her acid or drugs but 
that he’d come to her the next morning. 

When he came, a little after midnight on Tues- 
day, November 10, she was prepared. She'd 
feigned a toothache, cajoled a bottle of laudanum 
from the prison physician, and had poured it into 
coffee drunk by her cell companions. They were 
asleep; she was at the window. 

From the adjoining roof, the rescuers put up 
the ladder. They reached the window, and Fvan- 
gelina wept quietly for joy. But it was not vet 
a time for joy. The steel bars were so tough that 
at the end of two hours, a saw had not cut through 
them. They couldn't be wrenched or twisted. 

Dawn was breaking. The bars held firm. The 
drugged women, inside, were beginning to stir.

In Washington, the Spanish Minister de 
Lome declared that she and the newspapers 
were falsifying the facts, and Governor-Gen- 
eral “Butcher” Weyler prepared to send her 
to Ceuta to meet the same end as that of her 
father—execution. 

Hope for the girl, instead of brightening, 
darkened, and then Mr. Hearst dispatched 
29-year-old Virginia-born Karl Decker, Wash- 
ington correspondent, to Cuba, He went with 
instructions to carry on where the reporter, 
Bryson, had been forced to stop when he had 
been banished from the island. His single 
and seemingly impossible objective was to 
obey the over-all order: “Get that girl out 
of prison.” 

He knew it was a perilous undertaking, 
but that didn’t feaze him. He was the kind 
of reporter who would welcome such a task. 

On August 20, 1897, he landed in Cuba and 
introduced himself to Consul-General Fitz-Hugh 
Lee. He made friends with Consular Clerk Don 
Rockwell and William B. McDonald, and he 
enrolled a Cuban, Paco Debesche, in his plan 
for rescue.

The measure was so cruel that President 
William MecKinlev characterized it as “not 
civilized warfare but extermination.” He

He would have averted 
war if he could. 

Then on February 15, 1898. in Havana har- 
bor, the American battleship Maine was blown 
un with the loss of 266 American seamen. 
Congress passed a resolution citing Spain’s 
gross misdeeds, declared “that the people of 
Cuba are and of right ought to be free and 
independent,” and demanded that Spain leave 
the “government and control of the island to 
its people.” Spain retalidted with a declara- 
tion of a state of war. 

Within three months, Cuba was free, Evan- 
selina and her father were reunited, and 
Spain was reduced to a tenth rate power. 

Evangelina became an American citizen, and 
as she swore allegiance to this country, shé said: 
“Mr. Hearst’s act in defense of a Cuban girl led 


to the liberation of a whole nation.” 


When the Cuban flag was raised in the new 
republic, President Estrada de Palma agreed with 
her. He cabled to the American editor: “I do not 
believe we could have secured our independence 
without the aid which you have rendered.” 

Evangelina herself added the romantic touch 
to her story. She married the carriage driver of 
her rescue expedition, Carlos Carbonell of the 
Consulate staff. After he died in 1916 she married 
Dr. Miguel Romero y Garcia, and returned to Cuba. 

Kar] Decker continued as a correspondent, then 
became editor of the old New York Telegraph and 
a roving journalist. When in 1941 he died at 73 
in New York, it was with the knowledge that he 
weuld always be remembered best in the charac- 
terization that followed him from long ago: 

“The man who saved the Cuban girl and helped 
to free her country.”

OWARD evening, after a quiet 

Sunday at home this summer, 

36-year-old Horace S. Marshall, 
successful in the practice of law, 
well and apparently happily married, 
walked to the terrace of his pent- 
house apartment in New York and 
plunged 18 stories to his death. 

Five minutes later, his pretty, au- 
burn-haired wife, 32-year-old Amelia 
Edgerton Marshall, also an able 
lawyer, leaped from the same ledge. 
In, death she joined her husband. 

No one knows why. They left no 
notes. Friends and relatives could 
not recall any significant remarks 
made by either of them in days, or 
months, or even years. 

Precisely what devastating emo- 
tional storm swept over them in the 
penthouse, as vespers chimed around 
the corner, police, after intensive in- 
quiry, haven’t been able to Say. 

They’ve left the mystery in 
complex realm of psychology. 

There, perhaps, is an answer. Dr. 
Donald <A. Laird, internationally 
known psychologist, thinking it over, 
believes the tragedy is an example 
of what he calls, insisting on the 
French, “folie a deux,” a double mad- 
ness. 

He means a madness growing 
slowly, shared a long time by two 
persons closely related or associated, 
never revealed in deed or word to 
others, then anaccountably bursting 

its victims’ minds so overwhelmed 
that upon them is only a single, ir- 
resistible urge. 

The urge, Dr. Laird says—and he 
thinks of cases in the past— is self- 
destruction. 

This rare and dreadful folie a 
deux comes steathily, like some of 
the physical dooms. 

The Marshalls, by most standards, 
had a right to think of life as a 
bountiful, if transient, flavor. 3

Horace Marshall, a descendant of 
John Marshall, fourth Chief Justice 
of the United States, and of Gover- 
nor William Bradford of Plymouth 
Colony, was a director in some of the 
country’s big corporations. He had 
money and position, and his young 
wife, although she was sufficiently 
spirited to practice law under her 
maiden name, was as devoted to him 
as he was to her. 

They didn’t drink-——-there was no 
alcohol in the penthouse this tragic 
Sunday—-and they weren't known to 
night clubs. To all appearances, they

lived a busy, useful life, with no 
emotional entanglements or worries. 

Subway riders, if they’d heard of 
these two, would have thought of 
them as darlings of the town, apart 
and aloof from the chimney pots and 
fire escapes and seasom’s end sales. 

Dr. Laird, hearing of them, thinks 
that possibly for long, awful years 
the storms, unknown to them, were 
gathering in their minds. 

It was a little after 6 o'clock, 
this Sunday afternoon--—with the Sun- 
day newspapers half-read around the 
apartment when Marshall. was 
caught up by his storm. He walked 
out, then, to the terrace, climbed a 
four-foot railing and. jumped. 

A few seconds later, neighbors 
heard Mrs. Marshall open the apart- 
ment door and cry: 

“Horace went overboard!” 

Before anyone could question her, 
she ran to the elevator, rode down, 
saw the body of her husband in the 
courtyard, clad in blue and white 
pajamas, and, wearing a dressing 
gown herself, said to a_ policeman: 

“Excuse me, 
have to go upstairs 
and telephone his 
brother.” 

She rode up in the 
elevator at once, and 


when she reached the penthouse, she 
plunged over the parapet. 

Grief? Hysteria? A double pact? 
Dr. Laird doesn’t think so. He is 
more inclined to believe that the 
tragedy was as inevitable as a 
Greek classic’s ending. 

Something -some complex jumble 
of factors—-suddenly stirred Marshall 
to his final action, he suggests, An- 
other complex jumble moved Mrs. 
Marshall. Then the storm of double 
madness broke. 

Occasionally, Dr. Laird says, it 
happens, sometimes among the lowly, 
sometimes among the world’s fa: 
vorites. 


Persons who speak of suicide 
lightly, and of double suicide, he is 
sure, are not the ones likely to fall 
victim to this madness. The suicide 
talkers usually aren’t the _ suicide 
doers. 

The double suicide, 
is the kind about which 
dropped, no hint given. 

In folie a deux, the final, irresis- 
tible impulse comes imperceptibly, 
slowly, for no normal reason at all. 

This seemed to happen, Dr, Laird 
believes, in another notable and mys- 
terious case. In that one, the chief 
figures were sisters. They had wealth 
and beauty and health--and minds 
tormented. 

These were Elizabeth Du Bois and 
Jane Du Bois, daughters of Coert Du 
Bois, former American Consul Gen- 
eral in Naples, and gradually, it is 
seen in retrospect, the will to die to. 
gether came upon them. 

Unlike the Marshalls, they had 
an understandable motive. Their 
suitors had died in an accident. But 
they were high spirited; none of their 
fashionable friends foresaw that they 
would fall prey to a tragic impulse, 

On a plane from Europe they 
were dressed as if for dinner. Sud- 
denly, they pushed open the door of 
their, plane and plunged to death,

Gladys and Dorothy Cromwell, 28, 
talented and rich, coming back from 
France after serving with the Red

Dorothy jumped. Far away, 2 
deck hand saw her, and he heard 
Gladys cry; “Wait for me!” 

Before he could move, Gladys 
jumped, too, and was drowned. 

“One thing is certain about double 
madness,” Dr. Laird said the other 
day. “You never know when in two 
persons’ minds it’s building up.”

Before going to work for Ameri- 
can Airlines two years ago. she 
worked in the personnel department 
of Manhattan Project, which pre- 
pared the way for the atomic bomb.

has always liked talking and admits 
to being “simply fascinated” with the 
way her own voice comes over the 
P. A. system. 

Her voice is naturally low, and 
she thinks that’s its secret to success.

(she’s 5 ft. 11 in.) Helen checks pas- 
sengers in and out of the airport 
terminal. She hopes to do personnel 
work eventually. If she gets her 
wish a certain Mr. Gordon is going 
to be mighty upset. He was so taken 
with the way Helen pronounced his 
name, making it a soft “Gowadon,” 
that he begged her to repeat the call.

In those days, a telegrapher on 
the rove moved into a town, went to 
the telegraph office, hung up his hat 
and started working. That’s what 
Slim did in “Boomtown.” 

He was assigned to the press wire 
which supplied the Daily Blade with 
its racing news. 

In his spare time, McGonigle hung 
out at Foots O’Brien’s horse parlor 
to make character for himself. At

Adams waited until he had heard 
enough before he introduced himself. 

Surprised, the men filled in the 
missing details. 

It seems a broker named Neu- 
meyer, who liked his football as well 
as his little joke, had made a wager 
with a friend at the start of the foot- 
ball season that fall that he could 
get two morning newspapers to print 
scores of a non-existent college team. 

In the rush and confusion of get- 
ting to press on a Saturday night 
during the football Season it is no re- 
flection on the two well-edited news- 
papers that the joker was able to 
have the “Plainfield Teachers” score 
inserted, simply by calling up both 
papers and representing himself as 
the college athletic publicity man.

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JURY in a New York City 
divorce case pondered for an 
hour and a half the other day 
and arrived at the conclusion that a 
wife must be in a room with a total 
stranger long enough to remove her 
hat before her husband legitimately 
could suspect her of wrongdoing.

they didn’t

testified in his suit, a transcript was 
made of a conversation between Mrs. 
Knapp and.a man who had called her 
on the telephone. 

This was part of the transcript: 

The caller: My name is Frank 
Rosenhaus. I’ve just come down 
from Maine. So-and-so (name uhin- 
telligible) suggested I call. 

Mrs. Knapp: Oh, yes. 

Rosenhaus: I thought you'd like 
to have dinner with me. 


Mrs. K.: I'm not dressed and I 
don’t feel quite well. 
Rosenhaus: Oh, you could get 


dressed and I think it will do you 
good to get out. 

Mrs. K.: What did you say your 
name was—-Newhauser? 

Rosenhaus: No, Frank Rosenhaus. 

Mrs. K.: Oh, I never was good at 
remembering names, Where are you? 


Rosenhaus: Room 603 at the 
Gotham. 
Mrs. K.: I'll be there at 6:30. 


Rosenhaus: ,At my room? 
Mrs. K.: Yes.

Not long after 7:30 p. m. that eve- 
ning, there was a knock at the door 
of Room 603 at the Gotham Hotel. 
When the knocker wasn’t admitted he 
kicked. The knocking and the kick- 
ing continued for quite a while, until 
finally Rosenhaus admitted a party 
which consisted of Dr. Knapp, a 
private detective and several others, 
including Mrs. Knapp’s first husband, 
Martin Green, although how he hap- 
pened to be along never was ex- 
plained. 

The doctor used the incident as 
the basis of his divorce suit, refusing 
to accept his wife’s explanation that 
Rosenhaus was merely a_ willing 
listener to whom she was recounting 
her marital woes. 

In court, however, he was due for 
a few surprises. In the first place, 
Mrs. Knapp contended that the tran- 
script was inaccurate to the extent 
that she had agreed to meet Rosen- 
haus in the Gotham cocktail lounge, 
and not in his room. 

Her attorneys presented slips from 
the cocktail lounge which, it devel- 
oped, were stamped with a time clock 
which showed not only the date on 
which drinks were ordered but the 
exact minute. 

Fortunately for Mrs. Knapp’s con- 
tention, Rosenhaus had signed for the 
drinks instead of paying cash, so that 
his name was on the slips, 

At 6:43 that evening, he had 
ordered a rye and soda and Mrs. 
Knapp had ordered a Tom Collins. 
There was another round of drinks 
in which each had had the same. 

Her attorneys contended, and the 
jury apparently agreed, that the time 
in which two. founds were ordered, 
served and consumed in a busy cock- 
tail lounge would not be less than 
three quarters of an hour. 

That meant that Mrs. Knapp and 
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Rosenhaus could hardly have arrived 
at his room more than a few minutes 
in advance of the raiding paity. 

In fact, Mrs. Knapp declared, when 
the pounding on the door began she 
hadn’t even removed her hat. 

The jury’s unanimous exoneration 
of the doctor’s wife was endorsed by 
the judge, who said: 

“T believe your verdict was justi- 
fied by the evidence and | would have 
decided the same way.” 

Attorney Jevome Rosenhaus, rep- 
resenting his brother, told the court: 

“My brother used bad judgment. 
He had no business being in his room 
with a married woman. However, the 
issue is not one of discretion or judg- 
ment, but whether anything untoward 
had occurred.” 

In her separation suit, Mrs. Knapp 
suggested that one reason they 
failed to get along together may have 
been the fact that her husband, 
marrying for the first time at 44, was 
far too set in his ways to make a good 
husband. 

The protesting wife recounted nu- 
merous incidents she attributed to a 
bachelor’s being out of his element. 

“Our living together was marked 
by long periodic silences, by Dr. 
Knapp,” she said. “If I disagreed 
with him about anything he wouldn't 
speak to me for days at a time. He 
told me he didn’t want my opinions 
on anything, that he didn’t care fer 
them—-that he didn’t care for any 
woman’s opinions. 

“He was always packing his bags

and threatening to leave. Once he 
left for a week and came back be- 
cause his attorneys advised him his 
going might be construed as aban- 
doniment, He slapped me on at least a 
dozen occasions for reasons so trivial 
I can hardly recall them. 

“Once, for instance, it happened 
when I suggested to him that Chinese 
wallpaper might be suitable for his 
oftice.” 

Dr. Knapp had a different story. 
He said he went into the Navy almost 
as soon as he married Florence’ in 
1942 and left for the Pacific in 1943. 
... We'd been very happy up to the 
day of my embarkation,” he said. 

Fourteen months later, when he 
returned to the U. S., he said, he ob- 
served a great change in his wife. 

“She told me I didn’t speak Eng- 
lish well, that I didn’t enunciate prop- 
erly, that I didn’t know how to talk 
to headwaiters in nightclubs, that I 
didn’t Know how to handle a room 
service call.” 

He denied he had ever struck Flor- 
ence, but declared she had _ threat- 
ened him with violence many times. 
“She told me she’d put arsenic in 
my food, stab me in the back while 
I was asleep or have me beaten up.” 

Did Dr. Knapp ever object to his 
wife’s opinions? 

“When it came to expressing opin- 
ions, it was her opinion that had to 
be final,” he said. “She even had de- 
cided opinions on doctors and medi- 
cine. I had to let it go. I couldn't 
argue with her.”

When he got to Wellington, New 
Zealand, during his overseas service, 
the doctor testified, he found 15 let- 
ters waiting there for him, but none 
from his wife. Instead there was only 
one postcard from her, written from 
Palm Springs, California, vacation re- 
sort. He said he warned her he'd 
stop her allotment if she didn’t write 
more often and that straightened out 
the matter. 

At this point Mrs. Knapp’s case 
was bolstevcd by a surprise witness, 
Allen Frank, 24, the doctor's half- 
brother. 

“T have the greatest respect for 
my brother as a brother,” he said, 
“but I have come here of my own 
free will to correct what I believe 
to be an injustice.” 

He testified he had seen Dr. Knapp 
strike his wife in the face on two 
occasions. 

“As far as I am concerned,” he 
added, “women are sacred in this 
world. One false word may blast a 
woman’s reputation. I have seen 
Mrs. Knapp ‘wrongly accused of a lot 
of things. I have seen her verbally 
and physically attacked and slandered 
and I feel that I should protect her 
since this is one time my brother is 
wrong.” 

The two adverse verdicts left Dr. 
Knapp still married and Mrs. Knapp 
still minus the alimony to which she 
claims she is entitled. Both are un- 
satisfied with the court decisions. 
Their attorneys said each would file 
an appeal.

He Was Just Another Bum in San 

Francisco's “Graveyard of Broken 

Lives,” but.a Second Chance Was 

Waiting for Him in the Clubroom 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


44 ET ‘EM! Get ’em! Some- 
G thing’s wrong with those 
guys. No—guess I’m just 
seein’ things, like someone trying to 
kill me last night. Awful—,” the 
drunkard’s voice trailed off, he dozed, 
he snored, he screamed and cursed 
intermittently. 

Big Joe (we'll call him that be- 
cause his real name is his own af- 
fair) had raised his unkempt head an 
inch or two off the cracked stone 
step of the flophouse doorway where 
he lay in the late afternoon sun, 
peered through bleary eyes from out 
a three-week stubble of whiskers, 
and disbelieved everything he saw, 

“It just can’t be,” his foggy brain 
told him as his eyes stared at two 
fellow derelicts—-co-tenants of ram- 
shackle Skid Row, the woebegone 
four-block section of San Francisco 
that’s known the world over as the 
graveyard of broken lives. 

The thing Joe couldn't believe was 
that those men weren't shambling or 
Staggering, but walking with heads 
erect, faces shaved and apparently 
cold sober. 

Joe mumbled and drifted back in- 
to his drunken oblivion, but next day, 
when he was reasonably clear headed, 
he heard cronies talking about a new 
club that was helping bums like him- 
self become men again. Alcoholics 
Anonymous, Unit 14, had moved 
right into the heart of Skid Row and 
slowly but surely was rekindling a 
spark of hope and pride in hundreds 
of has-beens whose only outlook for 
years had been booze, temporary 
oblivion, and a final ignominious 
fadeout in some gutter or flophouse. 

“That could be for me,” Joe 
thought as he listened and clutched 
his hands together to keep them from 
shaking so much. He'd been on the 
The Row for four years, and why he 
came there was his own secret, but 
back home he'd been a big construc- 
tion engineer. 

He eventually raised his trem- 
bling frame from the stool he'd been 
sitting on and staggered out the door. 

Four of his buddies, a lawyer, a 
mechanic, a merchant seaman and a 
farmer —all long time dwellers on 
The Row — followed him down the 
street to the onetime Catholic shelter 
recently donated to Alcoholics Anony- 
mous for a clubhouse by the St.

oneself, were outlined. 


Vincent de Paul Society. 

The men looked at the American 
flag as they entered the somewhat 
barren but welcoming  clubroom. 
They saw only dimly the inspiring

It was a little understanding and 
just a word of encouragement these 
five alcoholics sought. They wanted 
the same miracle to happen to them 
that they had seen happening to 
other down-and-outers on their street. 

Could these men they saw drink- 
ing coffee at the bar, playing cards 
at near-by tables or reading quietly 
them out of the mental 
and moral morass in which they 
found themselves? 

“We've all been through the same 
mill, more or less,” the A. A. mem- 
bers assured their grimy, unshaven 
visitors. “But there is a real way out.” 

“Any person, alcoholic or not, can 
do without drink for 24 hours. To- 
morrow has not yet come, yesterday 
has already gone, only today counts.” 

No promises were exacted; only 
the simplest of A. A. principles, in- 
cluding belief in a power higher than 


The men accepted the challenge 
and tried the 24-hour test. 

During this time newcomers, 
drinking their free coffee, often begin 
looking toward the door. Just a few 
Steps, in any direction, that first 
drink of the day is waiting for them. 
Temptation is strong. 

Each day won—without a single 
drink—-is another 24 hours on the 
way back, however, and the members 
who have made the grade over a 
period of months or years fight side 
by side with the new recruit for his 
own redemption. 

A visit to the Skid Row A. A. club 
recently disclosed that Big Joe had 
made good, been in touch with his 
family and was on his way back to 
build bridges, as well as to build a 
new life for himself. 

The four buddies who a few 
months ago were lying in flophouses, 
Staring at walls, pitying themselves 
and hating the world, sat at a table 
playing cards. There was a look of 
self-respect on each face. No more 
would these men wander, bedraggled 
through the street, sidle up to some

likely prospect and croak, “Got a 
dime, buddy?” 

There are about 
other denizens of 
have won back pride 
through this A. A. unit. 

Among the first ten members of 
the unit was a New York furniture 
salesman who had lived luxuriously 
on Riverside Drive. There had been 
no friction in his home until liquor 
got the best of him 12 years ago. 

His wife tried to understand, then 
couldn’t tolerate his behavior and put 
him out. He lost his job and his 
money and wandered all over the 
continent, finally hitting Skid Row. 

This man attended the first meet- 
ing of the Unit and has been sober 
ever since. He has a job and expects 
soon to be reunited with the wife 
who never divorced him. 

Another charter member, a form- 
er credit manager for a nationally 
known firm, had been on The Row 
for 15 years and in all that time had 
not communicated with the wife and 
children he had disgraced. 

After joining A. A. he was re- 
united with two of his daughters, 
saw his grandchildren for the first 
time, and got himself a job as a 
Shipping clerk. 

If anyone thinks that’s a come- 
down, this man will say that the most 
precious factor in his life right now 
is his family’s forgiveness and their 
statement that they are proud of his 
winning the fight. 

A small accident caused the master 
of big freighters for a major line to 
lose his papers. For him Skid Row 
was the next step, although he did 
serve as an able seaman for a time, 
getting drunk whenever he hit a port. 
Today a member of A. A., he’s sober 
and expects to get his master’s papers 
back again. 

Unit 14 is open eyery day. Free 
coffee is served at the bar. A man 
who has no job can spend the day 
at the club. 

There still are men lying in door- 
ways on Skid Row, or stumbling 
down alleys but the A. A. has been 
at work there only a few months. 

The picture of seemingly hopeless 
derelicts curbing their own alcoholic 
failings through the help of Alco- 
holics Anonymous’ suggests. that 
someday Skid Row will be no more.

EARS before the movies told the story of 
the Frankenstein monster, a young man 
named David Frankenstein was creating his 
own monster, within himself, in Omaha, Neb. 

It was a monster destined to make him rich 
and famous and feared and then, turning upon 
its creator, was to destroy him financially and 
morally; to make him a near-traitor to his country 
and finally leave his. wretched remains on the 
brink of a grave in potter's field. 

The name of David Frankenstein's monster 
was Money Madness. 

The young man brought it with him when he 
came to New York to make millions, but left 
the name of Frankenstein behind in Omaha. 
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Wall Siveet knew him at the turn of the cen- 
tury as David Lamar, a hulking voung man 
padding around noiselessly in the wings of the 
financial stage, then featuring such Stars es J. P. 
Morgan, E. H. Harriman, James J. Hill, “The 
Empire Builder,” and James R. Keene. 

It- was one of these, Keene, who gave him his 
first job as “gumshoe man.” 

It was another, Harriman, who gave him the 
title he wore to the grave: Lamar, the Wolf. 

As a matter of fact, Harriman added with 
distaste, “Lamar even looks like a wolf, in addi- 
tion to acting like one.” 

‘The observation probably was based on the 
fact that Lamar’s eye teeth protruded and resem- 
bled fangs; that he operated as a lone wolf and 
showed no mercy on his raids. 

J. P. Morgan didn’t agree with Harriman. 
When Lamar, his enemy, accosted the head of 
the House of Morgan on Park Avenue, Morgan 
returned the fawning smile with a glare and 
snapped: 

“Ha! The Wolf of Wall Street! But you are 
not a wolf, Lamar. You are vermin; the rat of 
Wall Street.” 

The raging Lamar shattered on the pavement 
his diamond-studded walking. stick, which he 
claimed cost $20,000, and retired to his lair to plan 
another raid on the Morgan interests. 

Lamar’s origin and his early youth he kept 
secret. It was stated, and not denied by him, 
that he had been a small time gambler in Omaha, 
using the names of Frankenstein and Lewis, 
along with that of Lamar. ’ 
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Lamar's Guests at the All-Night 
Party in Sherry's Included Some 
the Reigning Beauties of 
Broadway. A Columnist Later 
Reported That Lamar Consumed 
60 Bottles 


of Wine Imported 
From France. 


He reverted to those names towards the end 
of his years, when the title of The Wolf of Wall 
Street was applied mockingly. 7 

He had the frame and the coloring that in- 
dicated he had spent part of his youth working 
outdoors, and he admitted that during an all night 
party at Sherry’s. 


E TOLD his guests, including some of the 

reigning beauties of Broadway: 

“IT have worked a week in the Nebraska wheat 
fields to earn the same amount of money to pay 
for one of these cigars I now smoke. I must 
make up for lost time.” 

That night, a current Broadway columnist 
reported, Lamar consumed 60 bottles of win 
imported from France. 

The size of the bottles was not given, but i 
was solemnly termed “a prodigious feat.” 

Lamar treasured the newspaper account of 
his “record,” 

He had been operating on the fringes of Wall 
Street, in the middle 1890s, before he came to the 
attention of the wily trader, James R, Keene, who 
made him his “gumshoe man.” 

Lamar went padding quietly up and down the 
“street,” picking up secrets and bits of informa 
tion, some of which resulted in killings for Keene 

One tidbit served to establish Lamar as 
power in the money mart, 

As befits a gumshoe man, his first big inde 
pendent operation was in United States Leather 
and he came out of the trading with $2,000,000. 

Meantime, he had established contact wit 


Henry Hart, long the president of the Third 
Avenue Railroad company. 

Mr. Hart had $6,000,000 to invest; Mr. Lamar 
had ideas. The association lasted until the Hart 
fortune had dwindled to $1,000,000. 

Lamar only winked when asked how he had 
come out of the partnership. But he sank a 
million dollars in his famous estate at Seabright, 
N. J., and went out on another raid. 

His prey this time was Southern Pacific rail- 
road stock, E.4H. Harriman’s pet. Lamar swooped 
down on it in a sudden raid. 

Harriman rallied his forces and his money and 
finally drove off the invader. It was then that 
Harriman invested ‘him with the title, The Wolf 
of Wall Street, and Lamar was happy over the 
dubious distinction. 

After the Harriman battle, Lamar decided to 
pick on the champion, The House of Morgan. It 
was like a mouse biting a cat’s tail and Wall 
Street gasped at the effrontery when Lamar 
snatched at Lnited States Steel, the Morgan 
stepchild, 

Before he was finally driven off The Wolf, to 
quote a contemporary, “had gotten away with 
one limb of the baby, and made a mortal enemy 
of J. P. Morgan.” 

Lamar laughed and bought another estate at 
Pittsfieid, Mass., a vacht, and a string of thor- 
oughbred horses. 

His nights he spent on the Gay White Way, 
his days in Wall Street, or in one of a half-dozen 
juxurious apartments he maintained in Manhattan. 

In these establishments-—the term “love nest” 
had not come into popular usage-—he entertained 
the great and the near-great as the wine, and his 
money, flowed. 


ITH his party of sycophants, he took over a 
cafe on 48th street for one evening, handing 
the headwaiter a roll of bills as he entered. 

“Keep these for a while,” Lamar said, “And 
let me know when I need more.” 

The headwaiter, trembling, counted 85 $1,000 
bills. Lamar left ten of them when the party 
broke up. 

He didn’t know it, but his monster, Money 
Madness, was starting to get out of control while 
The Wolf was at the height of his spending spree. 

The enemies he had made in Wall Street were 
quietly crushing him. 

Had he made even a few’ friends, he would 
have been informed of the coups being planned,

but apparently he had had no timé, nor desire, to 
form friendships. 

Just’ how his powerful foes engineered his 
defeat remains one of “The Street's” secrets but 
suddenly the Lamar luck crumpled and ‘fell. 

He lost his princely estate at Seabright, along 
with his yacht and his racing string. 

Owners of cafes where he had spent small for- 
tunes looked at their books and found he had 
been wining and dining on credit. 

Two of them sued him and won judgments. 


7 HE Wolf skulked and crept away to lick his 
wounds, and plan future raids to recoup his 
fortunes. 

_ Never one to abide by the rules, Lamar be- 
came daring and desperate until, in 1913, the 
government stepped in and summoned him to 
Washington. 

There, before a Senate Lobby Committee, he 
gave his private and unscrupulous rule for 
success. 

The committee was investigating complaints 
that somebody, on the telephone, had been imper- 
sonating Congressmen in an effort to bolster his 
own selfish interests, had tried to affect stock 
prices by hinting to stockbrokers and others of 
impending “probes” of certain big companies. 
Had he, Lamar, done that? 

He chuckled, and bared the fanglike teeth. 

“Sure I did,” he said. “I’ve impersonated them 
and other people lots of times. In this game 
you've got to bluff; to act like you know some- 
thing or have got something the other fellow 
hasn’t got.” 

A sickened committee ordered him removed 
and he was sentenced to the federal prison at 
Atlanta, Ga., for an indeterminate period, on 
charges of felonious impersonation. 

He emerged from prison in time to pair up, 
in the early days of World War I, with Capt. 
Franz von Rintelen of the German navy. 

In May, 1917, the pair was convicted of “war. 
time plotting, fomenting strikes and impeding 
shipments to the Allies.” 

Only the fact that their activities had been 
stopped before the United States entered the war 
saved Lamar from being branded a traitor and 
tried for treason. 

As it was, The Wolf sneered—and hid, in a 
vain effort to escape serving a 7-year term. Not 
until 1923 was he ordered sent to prison by Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft. 

He came out to find the monster of his own 
making had nearly completed his destruction. His 
wife of 32 years, Marie, left him via divorce. 

Lamar married Edna French, a Ziegfeld Fol- 
lies beauty, and then limped off to Mexico —and 


limped back to the United States broke. 

‘the Wolf turned into a coyote, prowling for 
financial scraps in the alleys, instead of dashing 
into Wall Street to make bold killings. 

lie became a confidence man, avoiding prose- 
cultioi by his victims because he was “an old 
man,’ as Nils T. Granlund (N.T.G.) nightclub 
linpresario, termed him after giving him $2,000 to 
invest for him, and getting nothing back. 

On one of his frequent appearances in the po- 
lice lineup for identification, a young seigeant 
pointed him out: 

his one’s an old thief. Down to stealing pea- 
nut. now. Calls himself Lamar, Lewis, Franken- 
stein, couple other names. 

“Little bit crazy, too. Claims he made millions 
once and paid $20,000 for a cane. Had a dollar 
eighty on him when we picked him up.” 

Lamar disappeared into the mazes of New 
York’s West Side. He celebrated his 68th birth- 
day alone in a hotel room on Seventh avenue on 
the night of Jan. 12, 1934. 

Instead of drinking 60 bottles of French wine, 
he drank one toast to himself—a sip of nitro, for 
his heart.

He was a week 
behind-in his room rent, 

Police found enough money in his clothing to 
pay the rent; not enough for funeral expenses, 
and they asked, through the newspapers, that rela- 
tives or friends come forward— otherwise it would 
be a pauper’s funeral in potter’s field. 


O WIDOW appeared. A daughter, found in

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MEDICAL ADVANCES

HAVE frequently been asked what 
surgery 


ments in medicine and 
during World War II. 

The answer to this question will, 
of course, depend on the point of 
view of the person who gives it. 

However, there were a number of 
unquestionable outstanding develop- 
ments which contributed to the suc- 
cess of American arms. 

I would name the. following 10, 
not with the intent to name any 
one or several as more import- 
ant than any other, for 
they contributed in dif- 
ferent ways to our low 
incidence of disease and 
our success in saving 
life and restoring health, 
and all reflect.the high 
standard of medical care 
provided for our Armed 
Forces: 


1. Advances in pre- 
ventive medicine. 
2. Aviation medical 

research. 
3. Advances in sur- 
gery. 

. Developments in 
use of blood, blood 
plasma, and blood 
derivatives. 

. Knowledge con- 
cerning use and 
limitations of 
chemotherapeutic 
agents such as the 
sulfonamides and 
antimalarial drugs. 

. Development and 
use of antibiotics 
such as penicillin 
and streptomycin. 
The amputee pro- 
gram. 

. The care of the 
paraplegic patient. 

. The care of the 
blinded. 

. Development of 
the plastic artifi- 
cial eye. 


Preventive Medicine — 
In this war despite the 
fact that our troops 
were exposed to almost 
every knowh disease 
throughout the world, 
the propertion -of men 
in the Army absent from 
duty each day because 
of sickness was much 
lower than in = World 
War I. Steps taken to 
protect the soldiers from 
disease consisted of im- 
munization to protect the 
individual and measures 
designed to decrease the 
risks to which he was exposed. 

All American troops were im- 
munized against typhoid fever, tet- 
anus (lockjaw), and smallpox, and in 
certain areas against plague, yellow 
fever, typhus fever, and cholera. 

Of the new immunizing agents the 
most spectacular was tetanus toxoid 

Tetanus has always been a dread 
complication of battle wounds. In 
World War I tetanus antitoxin was 
used after the injury. However, its 
protective effect lasted only a short 
time. 

Tetanus toxoid, which is similar to 
the diphtheria toxoid given to chil- 
dren, was given to all military per- 
sonnel on induction and provided 
lasting immunity. Only 13 cases de- 
veloped in United States soldiers. 

Of the measure designed to make 
the soldier’s environment safer for 
him, those that protected him against 
insects were among the most im- 
portant, and of these, the use of 
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dichlor diphenyl trichloroethane, com- 
monly known as DDT, was para- 
mount, 

Mosquitoes carry and transmit to 
man malaria, yellow fever, and 
dengue fever, certain mites carry and 
transmit tsutsugamushi disease, now 
commonly called scrub typhus; the 
body louse transmits true typhus 
fever, and many intestinal diseases 
carried by the common fly. 

DDT’s remarkable success is well 
known. The incidence of malaria was 
lowered, outbreaks of scrub typhus 
were controlled, as were epidemics of 
typhus fever in the civil population 
of battle-torn Europe. 

Aviation Medical Research -— The 
tremendous increases in flying speeds,

the higher altitudes at which flying 
took place, and the added danger due 
to heavy and accurate anti-aircraft 
fire, posed new problems for protec- 
tion of the flier, many of which were 
solved through a vigorous medical 
research program carried on by the 
Air Forces. 

Better and more effective oxygen 
equipment increased the safety of 
high altitude flying and electrically 
heated clothing protected the air 
crews against the bitter cold. 

Centrifugal force and the force 
of gravity tend to drain the blood 
from the brain during steep banks at 
high speeds and in leveling off from 
power dives, causing the flier to lose 
consciousness——to “black out.” 
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To prevent this troublesome and 
dangerous complication the anti-g” 
suit was devised. Danger from enemy 
flak was decreased by the develop- 
ment of body armor which was light 
enough not to interfere with opera- 
tion of the flier and strong enough 
to protect him ggainst much of the 
low-velocity flak. 

Advances in Surgery—Advances in 
surgery made it possible to save the 
lives of an increasing percentage of 
wounded men. Whereas in World 
War I, about 8 per cent of wounded 
men died in spite of all efforts to save 
them, this figure was cut to 4 per 
cent in the war just past. 

A very important factor in effect- 
ing this reduction was wound 
management, including arrangements 
for removal of the wounded-from the 
battlefield, and evacuation to rear 
areas as well as actual surgical care. 

Ideal surgery was more nearly 
attained in this war than ever before 
by use of the blood and blood deriva- 
tives in the more forward medical 
installations, the increased efficiency 
of evacuation, in which air transport 
was used extensively for the first 
time and proper phasing of surgical 
treatment. 

Better technique generally, the use . 
of tetanus toxoid and of penicillin 
reduced the incidence of wound in- 
fection. Improvements in manage- 
ment of chest wounds reduced the 
death rate in such cases to one-third 
of that of World War IL Improve- 
ments were also made in the care 
of patients with wounds causing large 
collections of blood in the chest. 

In surgery of the nervous 
system tantalum was used for 
the first time as wire and foil 
in repair of nerve injuries and 
as plates for repairing skull de- 
fects. Much additional knowl- 
edge was gained in the treat- 
ment of severed nerves. Ad- 
vances in plastic surgery made 
better cosmetic results possible 
and likewise better functional 
results, particularly in restoring 
the usefulness of scarred and 
injured hands. 


Blood and Blood Derivatives— 

An important factor contribut- 

ing to the successful care of 

battle-wounded was the exten- 

sive use of transfusions of 

whole blood and blood plasma, 

Never- before in military sur- 

gery were these agents so im- 

mediately available to the wounded. 

Whole blood could be collected in 

this country and transported by air 
thousands of miles overseas.

PFENG a long session of 
reading or sewing, don’t 
overtax your eyes. AS soon 
as they begin to feel tired, 
stop reading or sewing, blink 
your eyes, roll them around 
in your head, or look out of 
the window for a change of 
view, and then refresh them 
with witch hazel compresses 
over your closed lids. If 
you like your compresses 
cold, a bottle of witch hazel 
kept in your refrigerator 
will come in mighty handy. 
Otherwise you can chill it 
by placing the bottle in a 
bowl of ice cubes a short 
time, before you use it.

Rings 
EMOVING a spot does 
not always solve the 

problem. Sometimes a ring 
remains. This may happen 
when too much solvent is 
used. Try not to saturate 
the material. Clean with 
light, quick strokes and a 
cloth which has been only 
slightly moistened. Follow 
the texture of the cloth and 
leave an irregular outline 
around the spot, fading the 
edges out into the material 
so that a ring will not form. 

Q@uick evaporation helps 
prevent rings. Use very lit- 
tle solvent, work quickly, 
and blow on the damp area 
or use an electric fan to 
hasten drying. 

A ring may seem to ap- 
pear because a small, clean 
area is surrounded by a 
soiled area. In this case, 
the entire garment should 
be laundered or sent to the 
dry cleaner. 


Removal Methods 


BEFORE using any chem- 
ical on a fabric, test it 
on an inside seam to see 
what the effect is. 

Use a .clean cloth for 
sponging and always place 
a blotter or towel under the 
spot. 

On washable fab- 
rics, scrape the spot with a 
dull knife, soak in cold 
water, and launder as usual.

Chewing Gum. On wash- 
able fabrics scrape off all 
the gum you can with a 
blunt knife. Loosen the rest 
by rubbing with ice or soft- 
ening with egg white. Wash 
in warm suds. 

On non-washable fabrics 
use the same procedure, but 
sponge with carbon tetra- 
chloride instedd of launder- 
ing. 

Iodine. For washable fab- 
rics, use hot water and soap 
while stain is fresh. Send 
non-washable_ articles’ to 
your dry cleaner or try a 
good spot remover. 

Perspiration. Launder 
washable articles in hot 
suds. Bleach white cotton 
in the sun or with perox- 
ide. Sponge non-washable 
fabrics immediately with 
cold water.
